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Dr.  George  M.  Hass  became  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pathology  in  January, 
1946.  A  native  of  Iowa,  his  graduation  from  Iowa  State  University  was  followed  by 
two  years  in  the  medical  school  of  that  university,  and  two  years  at  Harvard  Medical 
School,  obtaining  his  M.D.  degree  from  the  latter.  He  served  as  an  instructor  on  the 
faculty  of  Harvard  Medical  School  for  seven  years  and  was  assistant  professor  of 
pathology  at  Cornell  Medical  School  for  three  years.  From  1942  to  1945  he  served 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical  Corps  with  the  American  Air  Forces  as  pathologist  at  the 
School  of  Aviation  Medicine,  Randolph  Field,   Texas. 

Dr.  Douglas  A.  MacFadyen  joined  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  staff  in  December,  1945 
as  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Biochemistry.  After  obtaining  his  M.D.  degree  and 
doing  postgraduate  work  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  Toronto,  Can.,  he  did  research 
work  at  the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical  Research,  filling  in  turn  positions  as 
assistant  in  the  Division  of  Bacteriology  and  Pathology,  assistant  in  chemistry,  and 
associate  in  chemistry.  In  1940  he  became  chief  of  the  Biochemistry  Division  of  the 
E.  I.  duPont  Institute  of  the  Nemours  Foundation.  On  leave  from  that  division  he 
served  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Army  from  1942  to  December  1945,  on  the 
staff  of  the  Army  Medical  School  in  Washington,  U.  O.  He  was  re-appointed  as 
consultant  in   biochemistry  to   the  Surgeon  General  of  the   U.  S.  Army  last  July. 

Dr.  S.  Howard  Armstrong,  Jr.  was  appointed  fulltime  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  late  in  1947.  After  graduation  from  Princeton  University,  Harvard  Medical 
School,  and  a  residency  in  medicine  at  Presbyterian  Hospital,  New  York  City,  he  devoted 
the  last  seven  years  to  graduate  study  under  a  Welch  Fellowship  of  internal  medicine. 
Set  up  under  the  direction  of  the  National  Research  Council,  these  fellowships  are 
awarded  to  prepare  men  to  direct  medical  teaching  and  research  departments.  Dr. 
Armstrong's  graduate  work  was  done  at  Harvard  University,  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  and  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  in  Boston.  During  the 
war,  he  was  one  of  the  team  that  developed  the  plasma  fractionation  process  for 
the  separation  of  blood  products,  originally  prepared  for  the  Army  and  Navy  and  now 
utilized  widely  in  civilian  medicine  and  surgery. 

All  three  department  heads  hold  professorships  in  their  respective  fields  on  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine. 


With  extensive  new  laboratory  facili- 
ties installed  during  the  past  year  and 
additional  facilities  to  be  added  within 
the  next  few  months,  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital is  carrying  forward  on  a  greatly 
broadened  scale  the  tradition  of  teaching 
and  research  which  through  the  years 
has  won  acclaim  for  many  of  its  medical 
staff  members  and  provided  high  quality 
performance  in  the  care  of  its  patients. 

Integrating  diagnostic  services  to  pa- 
tients with  medical  teaching  and  both 
clinical  and  fundamental  research,  the 
broadened  program  is  a  distinctive  one 
that  differs  in  several  aspects  from  the 
clinical  investigative  work  done  in  many 
large  hospitals  or  the  research  activities 
of  most  medical  schools  and  research 
institutes. 

To  direct  the  integrated  program,  the 
hospital  now  has  three  outstanding  scien- 
tists as  fulltime  heads,  respectively,  of 
the  Departments  of  Medicine,  Pathology, 
and  Biochemistry.  In  addition  to  its 
chairman  each  department  also  has  a 
professional  staff  of  well-qualified  asso- 
ciates, assistants,  and  technicians. 

The  teaching  program  embraces  the 
instruction  of  medical  students  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  "junior"  interns, 
interns,  and  residents  on  the  hospital 
staff,  and  graduate  students.  "Junior" 
interns  are  fourth-year  medical  students 
who  make  rounds  in  the  hospital  with 
members  of  the  attending  and  house 
staffs;  interns  are  those  who  have  com- 
pleted their  medical  college  course  but 
must  serve  an  internship  of  a  year  or 
more  in  an  approved  hospital  before  they 
can  obtain  a  license  to  practice  medicine 
in  Illinois  and  most  other  states;  resi- 
dents tire  those  who  have  completed  in- 
ternships and  wish  to  obtain  additional 
training  in  some  special  field,  such  as 
general  medicine,  surgery,  pediatrics,  ob- 
stetrics and  gynecology,  otolaryngology 
(ear,  nose  and  throat),  ophthalmology 
(eyes),  urology,  pathology,  biochemistry, 
etc.  Most  residencies  are  from  one  to 
three  year.-  and  constitute  one  of  the 
See  Teaching  and  Research,  page  6,  col.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

AIDS  DIAGNOSIS  OF  AND 

RESEARCH  IN  DISEASE 


While  fully  equipped  and  staffed  to 
give  the  utmost  service  to  patients  under 
the  care  of  members  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  staffs  of  the  hospital,  the 
laboratories  in  the  Department  of  Pa- 
thology also  provide  facilities  and  tech- 
nical assistance  for  the  educational  pro- 
gram of  the  department  and  for  research 
studies  carried  on  by  interns,  residents, 
graduate  students,  and  staff  physicians 
and  surgeons. 

Each  laboratory  has  its  own  rather 
highly  specialized  functions,  this  special- 
ization being  necessary  as  procedures  in 
various  fields  of  medicine  become  more 
numerous  and  complicated.  Briefly,  these 
laboratories  and  their  functions  are: 

Laboratory  of  Bacteriology — Identifica- 
tion of  bacteria  responsible  for  infections 
in  patients  and  the  determination  of  the 
susceptibility  of  the  bacteria  to  modern 
chemical  therapeutic  compounds  so  that 
the  most  effective  compound  can  be 
selected  for  use  in  treatment. 

Laboratory  of  the  Blood  Bank— Prepa- 
ration and  storage  of  blood  plasma  and 
of  whole  blood  for  transfusions  requiring 
any  type  of  blood,  day  or  night,  seven 
days  a  week. 

Woodyatt  Laboratory — Complete  serv- 
ice for  patients  with  diabetes,  whose 
management  is  continuously  guided  by 
the  results  of  laboratory  tests. 

Laboratory  of  Hematology— Provides 
special  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and 
controlled  treatment  of  diseases  of  the 
blood,  especially  various  types  of  anemia 
and  leukemia. 

Laboratory  of  Surgical  Pathology- 
Provides  microscopic  diagnosis  of  tumors, 
infections  and  other  diseases  of  tissues 
removed  by  the  surgical  staff. 

Interns'  Laboratory — Provides  trained 
technicians  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  intern  and  resident  staff  in  making 
analyses   of   blood   and   body   excreta. 

Dispensary  Laboratory — Provides  gen- 
eral service  for  patients  of  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  Outpatient  Department  of 
the  Hospital. 

Laboratory  of  Postmortem  Pathology 
— Provides  facilities  for  the  postmortem 
study  of  bodily  organs  and  tissues  to  pro- 
vide information  that  will  point  the  way  to 
greater  accuracy  in  diagnosis  and  more 
effective  treatment  of  all  types  of  illness. 
Through  the  work  of  this  laboratory, 
carried  on  with  the  utmost  respect, 
deceased  patients  live  on  in  service  to 
humanity  through  knowledge  acquired 
concerning  fatal  diseases. 

Photographic  Laboratory — Provides  all 
types  of  photographic  illustrative  work 
in  connection  with  service,  educational, 
and  research  activities. 

Research   in  Three   Directions 

Opportunity  for  research  in  problems 
of  their  own  selection  is  given  to  interns, 
residents,  and  graduate  students  in  train- 
ing in  the  Department  of  Pathology  and 
to  members  of  the  hospital  medical  and 
surgical  staffs  who  desire  to  utilize  the 
facilities  of  the  department  for  research. 
When  the  prospective  investigator  has  no 
problem  which  he  can  profitably  pursue,

The  problems  in  pathology  are  in  three 
general  directions.  One  direction  is  to- 
ward pathologic  physiology  or  a  study  of 
certain  functional  disturbances  brought 
about  by  pathologic  conditions.

Bruce  Taylor,  who  has  been  trained  as 
an  experimental  physiologist,  is  principal- 
ly concerned  with  studies  in  this  field, 
several  of  which  are  in  progress.  One 
study  with  Dr.   Carl  Davis,  Jr.  and  Dr.

IMPORTANCE  OF  BIOCHEMISTRY 

IS    ENHANCED    BY    RECENT 

ADVANCES   IN    FIELD 


Developments  in  recent  years  in  the 
use  of  chemical  drugs  for  the  prevention 
and  treatment  of  disease  have  spotlighted 
in  the  public  mind  the  place  of  bio- 
chemistry in  medicine  and  enhanced  its 
importance  in  the  field  of  medical  edu- 
cation and  research.  Still  other  develop- 
ments have  indicated  that  biochemical 
research  may  be  the  means  of  revealing 
much  concerning  the  nature  and  cause  of 
various  diseases. 

While  utilized  extensively  in  the  past 
to  assist  the  physician  and  surgeon  in 
diagnoses,  chemical  analyses  now  per- 
form an  added  function  as  a  necessary 
adjunct  in  controlling  the  administration 
of  new  drugs  in  the  care  of  patients. 

Thus,  the  expanded  Department  of  Bio- 
chemistry is  equipped  and  staffed  to  pro- 
vide within  the  hospital  a  constant  flow 
of  information  from  the  level  of  funda- 
mental chemistry  to  the  level  of  immedi- 
ate applicability  to  patients,  to  further 
biochemical  research,  and  provide  an 
intermittent  flow  of  alert,  well-trained 
men  and  women  for  service  in  this  field. 

All  of  the  instruments,  simple  and 
complex,  in  the  laboratories  of  this  de- 
partment can  be  turned  to  routine  prob- 
lems of  clinical  chemistry  as  related  to 
patients,  although  some  are  of  such 
recent  development  that  much  funda- 
mental work  remains  to  be  done  before 
these  instruments  can  be  utilized  routine- 
ly in  arriving  at  determinations  of 
clinical  significance  to  patients. 

One  of  the  plans  to  be  worked  out  in 
collaboration  with  the  Department  of 
Pathology  will  make  possible  a  complete 
chemical  history  of  each  patient.  In 
order  to  ensure  the  fullest  and  widest 
use  of  chemical  information  the  hospital 
is  establishing  for  the  first  time  a  system 
in  which  interns  and  residents  will  be 
specially  trained  in  chemical  procedure 
and  interpretation. 


Members  of  the  hospital  medical  and 
surgical  staffs  are  assigned  space  in  the 
laboratories,  assisted  by  the  professional 
and  technical  staff  of  the  department, 
and  given  necessary  materials  for  the 
study  of  urgent  clinical  problems.  They 
participate  in  department  conferences 
and  are  otherwise  assisted  in  the  inter- 
pretation of  chemical  theory  by  members 
of  the  department's  professional  staff. 

Research  in  the  department  is  devoted 
largely  to  biochemical  problems  of  funda- 
mental importance.  These  are  concerned 
at  present  with  three  main  divisions  of 
interest — isotopes,  at  present  limited  to 
radioactive  isotopes;  hormones,  in  par- 
ticular the  steroid  hormones;  and  protein 


function,  in  particular  the  mechanism  ofi 
the      reaction     of     important     chemical 
groups  found  in  proteins. 

Radioisotopes  for   Research 

An  isotope  is  a  not-quite-identical  twin 
to  an  element.  The  difference  between 
an  element  and  its  twin  cannot  be  dis- 
cerned by  ordinary  chemical  means,  but « 
can  be  measured  by  physical  apparatus, 
such  as  the  Geiger  counter  and  the  mass 
spectrograph.  When  an  isotope  emits 
radiation  it  is  called  a  radioisotope. 
Radioisotope  compounds  now  are  avail- 
able from  the  Atomic  Energy  Commis- 
sion which  supplies  them  only  to  ap-

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TEACHING  AND  RESEARCH

steps   toward   being   certified   as   a   spe- 
cialist in  the  chosen  field. 

Through  fellowships  and  grants-in-aid, 
doctors  who  have  completed  residencies 
or  are  otherwise  qualified  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  pursue  research  studies  as 
further  training  for  the  clinical  practice 
of  their  chosen  specialty  or  to  do  grad- 
uate work  toward  a  master's  degree  in 
pathology  or  biochemistry.  In  either 
case  the  investigator  chooses  his  own 
research  problem.  This  latitude  of  choice 
assures  the  genuine  interest  and  patience 
that  are  necessary  to  successful  research, 
and  often  encourages  study  along  an 
original  line  of  investigation  which  may 
produce  knowledge  of  great  value  in  the 
preventior.  and  treatment  of  disease. 

Of  equal  significance  in  the  broadened 
program,  are  the  availability  to  physicians 
and  surgeons  on  the  hospital  staff  of 
laboratory  working  space  and  both  pro- 
fessional and  technical  assistance  in  the 
carrying  out  of  teaching  and  research 
projects  in  which  they  have  a  particular 
interest. 

This  makes  it  possible  for  busy  practi- 
tioners to  combine  the  wealth  of  clinical 
experience  gained  in  actual  practice  with 
special  research  study,  thereby  adding  to 
their  own  medical  knowledge  and  in 
many  instances  making  a  distinctive  con- 
tribution to  medical  progress. 

In  addition  to  the  laboratories  now  in 
operation  in  the  Departments  of  Pa- 
thology and  Biochemistry,  the  Labora- 
tory of  Medicine  is  now  in  the  process  of 
being  equipped  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Rawson  building.  Facilities  to  be  in- 
stalled will  include  those  necessary  for 
the  exploration  of  the  behavior  of  sub- 
microscopic  body  constitutents,  a  field  in 
which  the  new  chairman  of  medicine  has 
previously  done  some  fruitful  research  at 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. 

Plans  for  this  laboratory  call  for  a  low 
temperature  refrigerating  unit  for  the 
handling  of  materials,  unstable  at  ordi- 
nary temperature,  and  the  availability  of 
such  tools  as  the  electron  microscope, 
which  permits  of  measurements  of  struc- 
tures as  small  as  one-millionth  of  an 
inch,  and  X-ray  diffraction,  which  can 
refine  this  sensitivity  more  than  tenfold. 

Expansion  of  facilities  for  diagnosis 
and  research  in  several  important  fields 
of  clinical  medicine  also  is  planned  by  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  which  will  work 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  other  de- 
partments and  will  have  the  responsi- 
bility of  coordinating  the  hospital's  re- 
search, teaching,  and  service  activities. 

As  the  first  step  in  this  program  a  new 
laboratory  is  being  set  up  for  diagnosis 
and  research  in  cardiovascular,  respira- 
tory, and  kidney  diseases.  Dr.  James 
Campbell,  who  is  coming  to  the  Presby- 
terian staff  from  the  laboratories  at 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  is  in  charge  of 
equipping  this  laboratory,  which  will  be 
used  for  the  training  of  young  physicians 
in  the  most  modern  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  study  under  the  guidance  of  the 
older  members  of  the  medical  staff  who 
have  long  worked  with  these  diseases, 
both  in  their  clinic  and  hospital  services. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  also  will 
be  of  assistance  in  furthering  the  re- 
search interests  of  members  of  the  medi- 
cal and  surgical  staff.

Through  the  years  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital has  been  privileged  to  share  largely 
in  medical  progress  because  of  the  fruit- 
ful research  carried  on  by  able  and  far- 
visioned  members  of  its  medical  and 
surgical  staffs.  This  research  was  pos- 
sible only  because  the  necessary  physical 
and  clinical  facilities  were  provided 
through  gifts  from  philanthropic  friends 
of  humanity. 

These  gifts  have  included  contributions 
both  large  and  small  from  many  indi- 
viduals, the  substantial  support  received 
from  the  Otho  S.  A.  Sprague  Memorial 
Fund  and  other  philanthropic  trust 
funds,  from  endowment  funds  for  specific 
purposes  and,  more  recently,  the  endow- 
ment fund  provided  by  the  late  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Arthur  Dean  Bevan. 

The  enlarged  program  of  teaching 
and  research  now  being  undertaken  will 
be  supported  in  part  by  funds  from  the 
above-mentioned  sources.  In  order  to 
carry  it  forward  on  the  broad  scale  that 
is  contemplated,  additional  funds  will  be 
needed  and  it  is  hoped  that  such  support 
will  be  provied  by  those  who  see  in  this 
program  an  opportunity  to  share  directly 
in  the  furtherance  of  research  for  the 
benefit  of  humanity. 

Contributions  to  this  broad  research 
program  may  be  made  from  year  to  year 
or  through  gifts  and  bequests  in  the  form 
of  endowment  funds  to  assist  in  carrying 
on  this  type  of  work.  The  hospital 
Superintendent,  Medical  Director,  or 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  will 
welcome  inquiries  from  interested 
friends. 


BIOCHEMICAL  RESEARCH

provea    laboratories,    staffed    by    trained 
personnel    that    knows    how    to    handle 
radioactive  material  safely. 

Among  the  isotopes  used  in  conjunction 
with  medical  research  are  radioactive 
iodine,  phosphorus,  carbon,  sulphur,  and 
calcium.  A  very  small  amount  of  this 
radioactive  material  may  be  given  with 
foodstuff  or  injected  into  an  animal  as  a 
tracer  to  determine  facts  about  chemical 
reactions  in  various  diseases.  Many 
scientists  believe  that  research  made  pos- 
sible with  the  use  of  radioisotopes  may 
prove  of  value  in  the  study  of  cancer  and 
reveal  new  information  of  importance 
regarding  the  cause  and  treatment  of 
other  diseases. 

Hormones  and  Proteins 
The  second  field  of  research  concerns 
hormones,  which  are  chemical  substances 
circulating  in  the  living  body,  usually  in 
very  small  quantities  and  which  have  a 
profound  influence  on  the  chemical 
processes  of  cells  in  general  and  certain 
tissues  in  particular,  such  as  the  muscles, 
blood  vessels,  liver,  sex  glands,  etc. 
Methods  for  the  quantitative  estimation 
of  hormones  are  still  crude  but  there  is 
hope  that  new  apparatus  recently 
acquired  by  the  Persbyterian  laboratory 
will  make  possible  more  precise  and  more 
specific  methods  of  assay. 

The  third  phase  of  research  in  this  de- 
partment covers  proteins  and  their  struc- 
tures. Proteins  are  complex  organic  sub- 
stances forming  most  of  the  non-bony 
structure  of  the  body,  and  on  a  volume 
basis  most  of  the  bony  structure  as  well. 
Proteins  have  a  marked  influence  on  the 
shift  of  water  and  minerals  into  and  out 
of  the  blood  vessels  and  lymph  channels. 
With  the  acquisition  of  a  certain  inor- 
ganic element,  such  as  iron  in  hemo- 
globin, a  protein  takes  on  a  vital  function 
necessary  for  processes  of  the  living  body. 


Among  the  advantages  of- 
fered to  students  in  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  is  in- 
struction such  as  is  being 
received  by  the  group  pic- 
tured at  the  right.  The 
instructor  is  Dr.  C.  Bruce 
Taylor,  assistant  patholo- 
gist. Specimens  from  the 
extensive  collection  in  the 
Department  of  Pathology 
are  used  in  the  study  of 
pathological   conditions.

the  source  and  nature  of  fatigue  which 
plays  such  a  conspicuous  role  in  many 
diseases.  Still  another  study  is  con- 
cerned with  the  local  effects  of  very  low 
temperatures  on  different  organs  and 
tissues  of  the  experimental  animal. 

In   Field   of   Histochemistry 

The  second  direction  of  study  is  in  the 
field  of  histochemistry.  Dr.  George  Hass 
has  been  interested  in  this  subject  for 
several  years.  The  problems  in  the 
beginning  are  primarily  concerned  with 
the  isolation  or  identification  of  com- 
ponents of  tissues  or  cells.  Once  isolated 
these  components  become  tools  by  which 
a  wide  variety  of  diseases  may  be  sub- 
jected to  analysis.  For  example,  Dr. 
Armin  Schick,  by  using  physico-chemical 
methods,  has  succeeded  in  isolating  from 
muscle  cells  of  several  species,  the  micro- 
scopic fibrils  which  are  essential  to  the 
contractile  power  of  muscle  of  all  forms 
of  life.  These  fibrils  are  now  available 
for  the  first  time  in  purified  form  for  use 
by  biologists,  physicists,  and  chemists  for 
numerous  diverse  types  of  investigation. 

Dr.  Evan  Barton  is  engaged  in  an 
effort  to  isolate  a  substance  characteristic 
of  the  interior  of  the  cell  which  manu- 
factures the  tissue  that  provides  the 
smooth  cartilaginous  surfaces  of  joints. 
At  the  same  time,  the  relation  between 
the  cell  and  the  maintenance  of  this 
tissue  which  provides  painless  action  of 
the  joints  is  being  studied.  Dr.  David 
Baldwin  has  undertaken  a  study  of  the 
problem  of  arteriosclerosis,  experimental- 
ly, and  has  been  able  to  produce  changes 
in  the  arteries  of  animals  which  are 
indistinguishable  from  changes  in  human 
arteriosclerosis.  The  histochemical  analy- 
sis of  these  changes  will  await  the  com- 
pletion of  metabolic  studies  which  are 
now  in  progress. 

Dr.  John  Ayer  has  completed  the  de- 
sign and  construction  of  an  apparatus  by 
which  direct  visual  microscopic  observa- 
tions may  be  made  on  cells  while  they 
are  being  subjected  to  changes  in  temper- 
ature, pressure,  fluid  environment  or 
highly  reactive  chemical  compounds. 
This  type  of  instrument  should  greatly 
facilitate  histochemical  studies  of  many 
types.  Dr.  Rene  Hardre,  and,  more 
recently,  Dr.  Edward  Scanlon,  have  be- 
gun a  study  of  the  problem  of  intoler- 
ance of  one  animal  for  the  tissues  or 
organs  of '  another  animal  of  the  same 
species.  This  intolerance,  in  humans,  is 
the  principal  stumbling  block  in  the  way 
of  successful  surgical  transplantation  of 
organs  or  tissues.  | 

Study  Embryonic  Growth 

The  third  direction  of  research  is  in 
the  field  of  embryonic  growth-stimulat- 
ing substances.  Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  is 
equipping  a  laboratory  for  the  purpose 
of  attempting  to  assay  these  substances 
in  chick  embryos  and  make  a  prelimi- 
nary determination  of  their  physico- 
chemical  properties.  This  is  regarded  as 
one  long  way  around  to  the  study  of 
certain   types  of  cancers. 

Progress  in  these  studies  is  not  as 
rapid  as  would  be  the  case  if  the 
investigators  were  free  to  devote  full 
time  to  uninterrupted  research.  At  the 
same  time  there  are  distinct  advantages 
in    pursuing  these  studies  in   the  atmos-

The  "Charles  B.  Goodspeed  Memorial 
Fund"  has  been  started  by  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  Staff  to  honor  the  memory 
of  the  former  president  and  benefactor 
of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  who  died  a  year 
ago.

Although  it  would  have  been  possi- 
ble to  keep  every  bed  occupied  with 
paying  patients  throughout  most  of 
the  past  year,  Presbyterian  Hospital 
gave  care  to  an  average  of  24  free 
patients  daily.  This  figure  does  not 
include  those  for  whose  care  the  hos- 
pital received  flat-rate  payments 
from  the  Community  Fund  and 
various  other  welfare  agencies,  al- 
though such  payments  fall  consider- 
ably short  of  meeting  the  full  cost. 

Even  in  these  days  there  are  still  many 
families  whose  incomes  are  too  low  to 
provide  other  than  the  day-to-day  neces- 
sities of  life,  with  no  margin  for  hospital 
bills  when  the  need  arises. 

Many  of  those  admitted  for  free  care 
were  referred  by  the  clinics  of  Central 
Free  Dispensary,  Outpatient  Department 
of  the  hospital.  Others  were  referred 
by  members  of  the  attending  medical 
staff  or  by  churches  or  other  agencies. 
Still  others  were  admitted  as  emergency 
patients  who  had  been  injured  in  acci- 
dents or  stricken  with  sudden  illness. 

Concurrently  with  the  free  care  pro- 
vided by  the  hospital  were  the  services 
so  generously  given  to  these  patients  by 
the  physicians  and  surgeons  on  the  hos- 
pital attending  staff. 

Each  year  on  Easter  Sunday  or  during 
the  Easter  season,  offerings  are  received 
in  the  Sunday  schools  and  churches 
throughout  the  Chicago  Presbytery  to 
help  the  hospital  provide  free  care  for 
the  needy  sick.  The  Sunday  school  offer- 
ings are  added  to  the  Child's  Free  Bed 
Endowment  Fund,  while  contributions 
collected  at  church  services  are  used  for 
the  care  of  needy  adults. 

Through  these  offerings,  boys  and  girls, 
men  and  women  follow  the  example  of 
the  Good  Samaritan,  who  not  only  gave 
first-aid  care  to  the  injured  man  found 
by  the  roadside  but  took  him  to  an  inn 
"and  on  the  morrow  he  took  out  two 
shillings  and  gave  them  to  the  host  and 
said  'take  care  of  him;  and  whotsoever 
thou  spendest  more,  I,  when  I  come  back 
again,  will  repay  thee.' " 


Cheer    Up    Bed    No.    15    Is    Goal    of    1948    Sunday    School    Offerings, 


70  Schools  Contributed  Last 

Year  —  Hope  More  Will 

Give  to  Fund  this  Easter 


The  custom  of  taking  offerings  in 
Presbyterian  and  other  interested 
Sunday  schools  on  Easter  for  the 
charity  work  of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital dates  back  to  1885,  soon  after 
the  hospital  was  opened.  In  1909  the 
Woman's  Board  started  the  plan  of 
setting  aside  these  offerings  to  build 
up  a  permanent  Endowment  Fund 
for  the  support  of  free  beds  for  chil- 
dren, and  in  1912  the  name  "Cheer 
Up ' '  was  selected  by  vote  of  the  Sun- 
day schools  as  the  name  to  be  used 
to  designate  such  beds. 

At  that  time  the  yearly  income  from 
$5,000  was  sufficient  to  support  one  free 
bed  throughout  the  year.  Although  this 
is  no  longer  true,  due  to  the  increase  in 
the  cost  of  providing  care,  the  hospital 
has  continued  the  plan  of  naming  a 
"Cheer  Up  Bed"  in  one  of  the  children's 
wards  for  each  $5,000  contributed  by  the 
Sunday  schools  and  other  friends  to  the 
Child's  Free  Bed  Fund. 

Last  year  70  Sunday  schools  shared  in 
this  work  of  helping  "the  least  of  these." 
Their  offerings  together  with  a  few  gifts 
from  other  sources  totaled  $4,105.20, 
which  with  funds  in  hand  was  sufficient 
to  name  Cheer  Up  Bed  No.  14.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  year's  offerings  will  be 
sufficient  to  name  Cheer  Up  Bed  No.  15. 

Why  Free  Care  is  Needed 

Even  with  the  present  generally  favor- 
able economic  conditions  there  are  many 
children  who  must  look  beyond  the  home 
circle  for  help  when  ill  or  injured.  For 
example,  there  was  the  eight-year-old 
girl,  whose  father  earned  only  $35  a 
week  to  support  a  family  of  four.  This 
child  was  in  the  hospital  eight  days  dur- 
ing which  she  received  extensive  penicil- 
lin treatment,  the  entire  bill  being  $95.43. 

Then  there  was  the  little  boy  who  was 
admitted  for  three  different  stays  in  the 
hospital  to  correct  a  deformity  of  the 
legs.  The  father's  moderate  salary  could 
not  be  stretched  to  support  a  family  of 
four  and  meet  the  entire  charges  for 
hospital  care.  Hence,  the  Child's  Free  Bed 
Fund  took  care  of  the  bill  for  the  third 
admission  and  more  help  will  be  needed 
to  complete  the  correction  and  enable 
this  child  to  run  and  play  like  other 
children. 

Another  Cheer  Up  Bed  patient  was  a 
6-month-old  baby  brought  to  the  hospital 
with  convulsions.  With  a  family  of  nine 
to  support,  the  father's  moderate  salary 
was  insufficient  to  pay  the  bill  of  $91.75 
for  care  which  saved  the  baby's  life  and 
provided  treatment  to  prevent  a  recur- 
rence of  the  convulsions. 

Many  other  stories  could  be  told  if 
space  permitted — stories  of  lives  saved, 
health  restored,  and  deformities  cor- 
rected.

66,564  IN   1947  —  CARE 

FOR  8,320  PATIENTS 


During  1947,  8,320  different  individuals 
made  a  total  of  66,564  visits  to  the  clinics 
conducted  by  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
Outpatient  Department  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  Twenty-six  different  depart- 
ments held  82  daytime  clinic  sessions 
weekly.  In  addition,  a  general  clinic 
session  was  held  each  Friday  evening  for 
employed  persons  with  low  incomes  who 
were  unable  to  come  to  daytime  sessions. 

Some  idea  of  the  extensive  service 
given  to  Dispensary  patients  may  be 
gained  from  the  fact  that  the  pharmacy 
filled  43,658  prescriptions  during  the  year 
and  that  pathology  laboratory  tests 
averaged  150  daily.  A  large  percentage 
of  the  patients  were  unable  to  pay  the 
moderate  fees  charged  for  tests  and  other 
clinic  services  or  for  medicines  supplied 
at  cost. 

Medical  service  to  Dispensary  patients 
was  provided  by  66  members  of  the  hos- 
pital attending  medical  staff  who  gen- 
erously contributed  their  specialized 
skills  and  time  to  regular  clinic  service, 
an  outpatient  staff  of  40  well-qualified 
physicians  and  surgeons,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  hospital  intern  and  resident 
staffs.

All  new  adult  patients  are  referred  first  to  the  Examining 
Clinic  where  they  receive  a  general  physical  examination  and 
routine  laboratory  tests.  If  the  examination  indicates  the  need 
for  X  ray  films,  basal  metabolism  test,  or  an  electrocardiogram, 
the  patient  is  referred  to  the  proper  department. 


After  the  results  of  the  laboratory  tests  and  other  diagnostic 
examinations  are  known,  the  patient  may  be  referred  to  one  or 
more  of  the  25  speciality  clinics  for  further  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment. Meanwhile,  such  treatment  as  may  be  indicated  by  the 
general  examination  is  prescribed  by  physicians  on  the  staff  of 
the  Examining  Clinic.  Visits  to  this  clinic  last  year  totaled 
10,857. 

New  patients  under  12  years  old  are  referred  to  the  Pediatric 
Clinic,  where  they  are  given  general  physical  examinations, 
routine    tests,    treatment    and    immunizations.

YEAR'S    ACTIVITIES    AT 

64th  ANNUAL  MEETING 


With  total  receipts  of  over  $38,000  and 
expenditures  of  $35,000  to  assist  the 
work  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  the 
Woman's  Board  completed  another  year 
of  humanitarian  service,  according  to  re- 
ports presented  at  the  64th  annual  meet- 
ing held  in  February. 

Philip  R.  Clarke,  vice-president  of  the 
hospital  Board  of  Managers,  presided 
and,  following  the  business  session,  Dr. 
A.  C.  Ivy,  vice-president  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  gave  an  informative  ad- 
dress on  the  present  and  proposed  devel- 
opment of  the  U.  of  I.  Chicago  colleges 
and  the  Medical  Center  District. 

Mrs.  Halford  H.  Kittleman  gave  the 
summarized  report  of  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  fund-raising  committees, 
revealing  the  interest  of  hundreds  of 
women  who  had  shared  in  providing 
funds  to  support  the  service  activities  of 
the  Board. 

Included  in  this  summary,  also,  was  the 
report  of  the  School  of  Nursing  Com- 
mittee which  had  been  able  from  funds 
on  hand  to  provide  three  scholarships  for 
students,  two  of  whom  are  preparing  for 
service  in  the  foreign  missionary  field. 

Varied   Service  Activities 

Mrs.  Burton  W.  Hales  presented  a  sum- 
mary of  the  work  done  by  the  service 
committees,  showing  how  the  funds 
raised  were  expended  to  provide  free 
care  for  sick  children  and  special  nurs- 
ing care  for  seriously  ill  ward  patients; 
support  the  hospital  library,  which  circu- 
lated over  21,000  books;  to  provide  equip- 
ment for  the  Children's  Department; 
pay  for  insulin  and  other  medicines  and 
appliances  for  Dispensary  patients;  and 
assist  the  work  of  the  Social  Service 
Department.  Included  also  in  this  sum- 
mary was  the  report  of  the  Sewing  Com- 
mittee, showing  a  total  of  10,592  pieces 
completed  by  women  of  45  churches,  and 
the  report  of  the  Delicacies  Committtee 
showing  that  3,292  glasses  of  jelly  had 
been  donated  to  the  hospital.  Still  an- 
other report  of  especial  interest  was  that 
of  the  Committee  on  Volunteers,  stating 
that  an  average  of  65  volunteers  had 
given  service  in  the  hospital  each  month, 
with  a  total  of  12,713  hours  for  the  year. 

52    Churches    Represented 

The  report  of  the  membership  com- 
mittee stated  that  the  Woman's  Board 
has  330  members,  including  representa- 
tives of  52  Presbyterian  Churches,  gen- 
eral members,  Winnetka  Auxiliary,  non- 
resident members,  and  Junior  League 
delegate. 

Mrs.  David  W.  Graham,  only  living 
charter  member  of  the  Board,  was  re- 
elected honorary  president.

Dr.  George  E.  Shambaugh,  for  many 
years  head  of  the  Department  of  Oto- 
laryngology in  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
Rush  Medical  College,  died  November  30, 
1947.

Dr.  Albert  H.  Montgomery,  an  attend- 
ing surgeon  on  the  hospital  medical  staff 
and  Rush  professor  of  surgery  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medi- 
cine, died  on  January  31,  1948.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  Rush  Medical  College, 
served  his  internship  in  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  and  had  been  a  member  of  the 
medical  staff  since  1916.  Dr.  Montgomery 
will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  colleagues 
who  held  him  in  the  highest  esteem.

Future    Program    of    Hospital 

Discussed  in  Address  by 

Alfred  T.  Carton 


More  than  200  former  interns  and 
residents  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  from 
far  and  near  attended  a  reunion  dinner 
in  the  Casino  Room  of  the  Congress 
hotel  on  Tuesday,  June  22.  Dr.  William 
G.  Hibbs,  1918  intern  who  is  now  medi- 
cal director  of  the  hospital,  presided  and 
Dr.  Kellogg  Speed  served  as  toastmaster. 
The  principal  address  was  delivered  by 
Mr.  Alfred  T.  Carton,  member  and  for- 
mer president  of  the  hospital  Board  of 
Managers,  who  discussed  "The  Future  of 
Presbyterian  Hospital." 

'Looking  backward  over  the  past 
twenty-five  or  more  years  of  my  mem- 
bership on  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital,"  said  Mr.  Carton, 
"I  find  assurance  of  a  great  future  for 
the  hospital  in  many  fortunate  circum- 
stances." 

After  tracing  briefly  the  record  of 
Presbyterian  Hospital  as  a  teaching  in- 
stitution throughout  its  history,  embrac- 
ing 57  years  of  close  affiliation  with  Rush 
Medical  College  and  the  affiliation  since 
1941  with  the  University  of  Illinois  Col- 
lege of  Medicine,  Mr.  Carton  continued: 

"There  is  ample  basis  for  assuring  you 
that  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Will  con- 
tinue to  be  a  teaching  hospital  with  un- 
usual facilities  for  investigation.  The 
members  of  our  Medical  Staff  are  not 
only  nominated  by  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, but  rank  as  members  of  its  Medical 
Faculty.

i  4,274  Patients  in  Past  Year 


Philip  R.  Clarke,  president  of  the  City 
National  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  was 
elected  president  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  Board  of  Managers  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  following  the  65th  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Hospital  Society  on 
May  5.  Re-elected  as  officers  were:  R. 
Douglas  Stuart,  vice-president;  Solomon 
A.  Smith,  treasurer;  Albert  D.  Farwell, 
secretary. 

During  the  session  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing the  following  were  re-elected  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
the  four-year  term  expiring  in  1951: 
Albert  D.  Farwell,  James  B.  Forgan, 
Alfred  E.  Hamill,  Solomon  A.  Smith, 
and  Clarence  S.  Woolman. 

Leslie  D.  Reid,  superintendent,  re- 
ported that  14,274  patients  were  admit- 
ted to  hospital  beds  the  past  year,  ex- 
ceeding all  previous  records.  Births 
numbered  1,837,  also  an  all-time  figure. 
Days'  care  of  patients  total  147,536  of 
which  10  percent  was  on  a  free  or  part- 
free  basis.  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
Outpatient  Department  of  the  hospital, 
gave  service  to  8,320  different  patients 
who  made  a  total  of  66,564  visits  to  the 
various  clinics.  Two-thirds  of  these  pa- 
tients received  service  without  any  pay- 
ment on  their  part,  while  one-third  paid 
only  nominal  fees. 

Demand  for  Beds  Continues 

Throughout  the  year,  the  demand  for 
admission  to  the  hospital  continued  to 
exceed  the  bed  capacity,  the  waiting  list 
ranging  from  100  to  210  patients.  The 
average  census  of  bed  patients  was  404 
per  day. 

Among  the  major  improvements  in 
facilities  for  the  care  of  patients  is  the 
Post-Anesthesia  Recovery  Unit  (de- 
scribed in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin). 
Other  improvements  included  the  instal- 
lation of  cubical  curtains  in  all  wards 
which  did  not  have  them  previously,  and 
the  substitution  of  electric  oxygen  tent 
units  for  the  ice  type  of  oxygen  equip- 
ment formerly  used. 

New    Personnel    Policies 

New  personnel  policies  inaugurated 
during  the  year  included  the  adoption  of 
the  51/:;  day  week  for  employes,  and  the 
providing  of  Blue  Cross  hospital  insur- 
ance at  the  expense  of  the  hospital  to 
all  employes  having  a  tenure  of  one  year 
or   more. 

In  his  report,  Dr.  William  G.  Hibbs, 
medical  director,  told  of  the  progress  be- 
ing made  in  the  hospital's  research  and 
educational  program.  This  fulltime  pro- 
gram, unique  in  a  private  hospital,  was 
further  strengthened  in  1947  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  fulltime  chairmen  of  the 
Departments  of  Medicine  and  Anesthesi- 
ology. In  the  furtherance  of  this  pro- 
gram, the  hospital  provided  training  for 
a  house  staff  of  65  interns  and  residents 
and  clerkships  in  specialties  for  40  senior 
medical  students  of  the  University  of 
Illinois.

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Miss  Henrietta  Froehlke,  director  of 
nursing,  reported  that  the  desired  quotas 
of  students  had  been  reached  in  the  en- 
rollment of  the  September  1947  and 
March  1948  classes.

Time  Credit  for  College  Work 
To  Be  Granted  Students 

Simultaneously  with  the  announce- 
ment that  several  vacancies  are  still 
open  in  class  that  will  enter  on  Sept.  20 
comes  the  information  that  under  a  re- 
cent ruling  of  the  State  Board  of  Nurse 
Examiners,  Presbyterian  students  will 
receive  a  time  credit  of  eight  months  for 
90  semester  hours  of  college  work,  com- 
pleted prior  to  entering  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

This  will  enable  such  students  to  com- 
plete the  nursing  course  in  28  months, 
and  obtain  a  B.S.  degree  at  the  end  of 
five  years  study,  including  summer  ses- 
sions. The  colleges  approved  for  this 
time  credit  under  affiliation  agreements 
with  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Nursing 
are:

Since  the  affiliation  arrangements 
with  Dubuque  University,  Dubuque,  la. 
and  Bradley  University,  Peoria,  call  for 
less  than  90  semester  hours  in  college, 
students  who  take  the  pre-nursing 
course  at  those  colleges  will  take  the 
regular  36-month  course  in  the  School 
of  Nursing  to  qualify  for  State  registra- 
tion and  the  B.S.  degree. 


Post-Anesihesia    Recovery    Unit    Is    Forward    Step    in    Surgical    Care 


Affords  Many  Advantages  to 

Patients   and   Conserves 

Time  of  Personnel 


One  of  the  recent  developments  in  the 
care  of  surgical  patients  in  Presbyterian 
Hospital  is  the  Post-Anesthesia  Recovery 
Unit,  which  has  been  set  up  on  the  sixth 
floor  adjacent  to  the  main  operating 
room  suite.  The  only  service  of  its  kind 
in  any  private  hospital  in  Chicago,  the 
recovery  unit  is  one  of  the  forward  steps 
taken  following  the  appointment  a  year 
ago  of  Dr.  Charles  D.  Anderson  as  full- 
time  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Anesthesiology. 

Plans  for  the  equipping  and  operation 
of  the  unit  were  worked  out  by  Dr. 
Anderson  with  the  cooperation  of  Dr. 
Edwin  M.  Miller,  representing  the  At- 
tending Surgical  Staff.  During  the  several 
months  it  has  been  in  operation  this  new 
plan  for  immediate  postoperative  care 
has  proved  beneficial  to  the  patients,  a 
great  convenience  to  attending  surgeons 
and  anesthesiologists,  and  a  means  of 
conserving  the  time  of  nursing  and  other 
hospital  personnel. 

Patients  sent  to  the  Post-Anesthesia 
Recovery  Unit  include  adults  who  have 
received  general  anesthesia,  also  other 
patients,  regardless  of  anesthesia,  whose 
condition  indicates  they  should  have 
close  observation  for  a  number  of  hours 
following  surgery.  Child  patients,  who 
have  surgery,  are  returned  directly  to 
the  children's  floor,  where  all  necessary 
nursing  care  and  facilities  are  at  hand 
for  postoperative  needs. 

From   Operating  Table  to   Bed 

Instead  of  being  placed  on  a  cart  and 
returned  to  his  room  or  ward  immedi- 
ately following  surgery,  the  patient  is 
transferred  from  the  operating  table  to 
a  bed  which  is  wheeled  into  the  recovery 
unit  and  on  which  he  remains  until  he 
has  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the 
anesthetic.  During  this  period  he  re- 
ceives postoperative  treatment  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Anes- 
thesiology in  consultation  with  the  at- 
tending surgeon.  This  treatment  may 
include  intravenous  administration  of 
fluids,  oxygen  therapy,  blood  trans- 
fusions, or  other  measures  that  are 
deemed  necessary. 

All  supplies  and  equipment  that  may 
be  needed  are  near  at  hand  in  a  utility 
room  set  up  between  the  two  rooms 
comprising  the  recovery  unit.  The  re- 
cent airconditioning  of  the  unit  adds  to 
the  comfort  of  both  patients  and  staff. 

Graduate   Nurses  Give   Care 

Constant  nursing  care  is  given  by 
graduate  nurses  who  have  had  special 
training  in  post-anesthesia  and  post- 
operative care  of  patients.  The  graduate 
nurse  staff  is  assisted  by  an  orderly  and 
by  student  nurses  who  rotate  through 
the  unit  as  part  of  their  12-week  assign- 
ment for  training  in  operating  room 
technic. 

Formerly,  when  patients  were  re- 
turned to  rooms  or  wards  following  sur- 
gery, it  was  necessary  that  a  staff  nurse 
See   Post-Anesthesia   Unit,   page   5,  col.

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our  own  basic  science  departments  with 
modern  laboratories  under  fulltime 
chairmen." 

Mr.  Carton  then  outlined  briefly  the 
enlarged  research  and  teaching  program 
that  is  being  carried  on  under  the  direc- 
tion of  fulltime  chairmen  in  the  Depart- 
ments of  Pathology,  Biochemistry,  Medi- 
cine, Radiology,  and  Anesthesiology. 
Pointing  out  that  endowment  income 
and  annual  gifts  had  made  it  possible  for 
the  hospital  to  expend  over  $200,000  in 
1947  for  research  and  education,  Mr. 
Carton  said  that  he  doubted  "whether  a 
comparable  opportunity  exists  even  in 
the  great  Eastern  teaching  hospitals,  at 
least  within  their  own  walls." 

Concluding  his  address  Mr.  Carton  said, 
"The  future  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  lies 
neither  in  new  buildings  nor  in  new 
funds.  The  future  of  the  hospital  lies  in 
the  spirit  that  has  animated  all  of  us — 
the  Medical  and  Administrative  Staffs, 
the  faithful  ladies  of  the  Woman's 
Board,  and  the  Board  of  Managers — in 
ministering  to  the  sick  in  an  atmosphere 
conducive  to  their  recovery.  Our  history 
shows  that  if  this  spirit  be  present,  the 
sick  will  be  cared  for,  and  improved 
facilities  for  their  care  will  be  provided. 
The  secret  of  this  spirit,  and  the  promise 


PLAN    STAFF   MEMORIAL    FUND   TO 
HONOR   DECEASED  DOCTORS 


Throughout  its  history,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  has  been  privileged  to  have  as 
members  of  its  Medical  Staff  many 
physicians  and  surgeons  whose  devotion 
and  ability  have  contributed  much  to  the 
advancement  of  medicine  and  the  repu- 
tation of  the  hospital.  The  memory  of 
some  of  those  who  have  passed  on  has 
been  perpetuated  through  designated 
Memorial  Funds,  which  either  these  doc- 
tors or  members  of  their  families  have 
established  to  further  the  work  of  the 
hospital.  However,  there  had  been  no 
plan  under  which  colleagues,  families, 
patients,  and  friends  of  deceased  staff 
members  might  contribute  gifts  in  any 
amount  to  a  general  staff  memorial  fund. 

Such  a  fund  has  now  been  formally 
established  by  action  of  the  Medical 
Staff,  and  will  be  known  as  "The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  Staff  Memorial  Fund."  : 
The  use  of  the  fund  will  be  determined 
jointly  by  the  Medical  Staff  and  the 
Board  of  Managers.  A  committee  com- 
posed of  Dr.  Stanton  A.  Friedberg  and 
Dr.  Howard  M.  Sheaff  has  been  named 
to  further  the  project.  Contributions, 
designated  for  this  fund,  should  be  sent 
to    the    hospital. 

It  is  hoped  that  friends  of  the  hos- 
pital, colleagues,  families,  and  former  pa- 
tients will  see  in  this  fund  an  opportuni- 
ty to  honor  the  memory  of  deceased 
staff  members  by  contributing  to  the 
work  of  the  institution  which  they 
served  so  faithfully.  The  committee  has 
announced  that  the  initial  gift  to  this 
fund  has  been  made  in  memory  of  the 
late  Dr.  George  E.  Shambaugh,  Sr.,  for 
many  years  head  of  the  Department  of 
Otolaryngology  in  the  hospital. 

of  a  useful  future  for  the  hospital,  lies 
not  in  buildings  but  in  selfless  service  to 
the  sick." 

The  lighter  phase  of  the  evening's  pro- 
gram consisted  of  a  humorous  skit  pre- 
sented by  the  members  of  the  present 
House  Staff  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Frederick  A.  dePeyster  and  Dr.  William 
L.  Riker.  Another  feature  was  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  silver-plated  shovel  to  Dr. 
William  A.  Thomas,  who  had  been  voted 
by  the  House  Staff  as  the  most  popular 
Attending  Staff  member.  The  presenta- 
tion was  made  by  Dr.  Fred  Hiss  and  Dr. 
Peter  Farago,  who  explained  that  this 
unique  symbol  of  popularity  would  be 
passed  along  each  year  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  taken  among  the  interns  and 
residents,  the  name  of  each  year's  win- 
ner to  be  engraved  on  the  shovel. 

Representing  the  earliest  internship 
among  those  present  was  Dr.  Joseph  F. 
Smith  of  Wausau,  Wis.,  who  completed 
his  internship  in  1902,  was  resident 
physician  in  1903,  and  served  as  head  of 
the  X-ray  department  for  three  years 
thereafter.  The  X-ray  machine  operated 
by  Dr.  Smith  was  presented  to  the  hos- 
pital in  1898  by  William  and  Edward  T. 
Blair.  Presbyterian  was  second  hospital 
in  Chicago  to  install  such  equipment. 

In  striking  contrast  to  the  war  years, 
only  one  guest  attended  in  uniform.  He 
was  Capt.  Ferris  W.Thompson  (1927-28), 
medical  officer  attached  to  the  U.  S. 
Naval  shipyard  at  Long  Beach,  Cal.

POST-ANESTHESIA  UNIT 
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or  a  private  duty  nurse  be  assigned  to 
give  constant  care  to  each  patient  dur- 
ing the  post-anesthesia  period.  Under 
the  new  plan,  the  nurses  on  duty  in  the 
recovery  unit  are  able  to  give  the  neces- 
sary supervision  to  several  patients.  In 
the  case  of  patients  desiring  a  private 
nurse,  it  is  unnecessary  to  employ  such 
a  nurse  during  the  operative  and  im- 
mediate postoperative  hours.  However, 
if  a  patient  prefers  to  retain  a  private 
nurse  during  this  period,  the  latter  may 
assist  in  giving  care  in  the  recovery  unit. 
In  view  of  the  present  general  shortage 
of  nurses,  the  conserving  of  time,  re- 
sulting from  the  new  plan,  is  of  con- 
siderable importance. 

Other  Advantages  Are   Cited 

Another  advantage  to  the  hospital  and 
those  seeking  hospitalization  is  that  out- 
patients requiring  minor  surgery  under 
general  anesthesia  need  not  in  most  in- 
stances occupy  hospital  beds,  of  which 
there  is  a  continuing  shortage.  Usually, 
these  patients  can  be  sent  home  follow- 
ing a  few  hours  care  in  the  Post-Anes- 
thesia Recovery  Unit. 

Still  another  advantage  is  that  rela- 
tives of  the  patient,  as  well  as  other  pa- 
tients in  wards,  do  not  see  the  surgical 
patient  until  he  had  recovered  from  the 
unpleasant,  although  generally  normal, 
effects  of  the  anesthetic.  Likewise,  since 
the  Post-Anesthesia  Recovery  Unit  is 
located  adjacent  to  the  operating  rooms, 
patients  who  have  not  yet  recovered 
from  anesthesia  are  not  observed  in  the 
halls  and  elevators  of  the  hospital  while

being    returned    from    surgery    to    their 
rooms. 

To  relieve  any  anxiety  on  the  part  of 
relatives  because  the  patient  is  not  re- 
turned to  his  room  for  several  hours,  a 
close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the 
recovery  unit  and  the  nursing  station  on 
the  patient's  floor,  so  that  information 
regarding  his  condition  may  be  relayed 
to  the  relatives. 

During   the   seven    and   a   half   months 
in   which   the  recovery  unit  has  been   in 


operation,    2,022    patients    have    received 
care    therein.      The   average    patient    re- 
mains    in     the     department     about     two 
hours. 
The  Attending  Staff  of  the  surgical  de- 
partment   and    the    hospital    administra- 
tion   are   in    agreement   that   the   experi- 
ence   with    the    recovery    unit    thus    far 
definitely  shows  that  it  has  been  a  step 
forward  in  the  care  of  patients  immedi- 
ately after  surgery,  and  it  should  remain 
as    a    permanent    part    of    the    hospital 
program. 


Tributes    for    Lifetime    of    Service    Honor    Memory    of    Mrs.    Graham 


Memorial  Fund   Established  to 

Further    Education    and 

Welfare  of  Nurses 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Board  on  June  7,  1948,  was  devoted  to  a 
Memorial  Service  for  Mrs.  David  Wilson 
Graham,  whose  long  and  useful  life  on 
this  earth  came  to  a  close  on  May  8. 

The  service  was  opened  with  prayer 
and  scripture  reading  by  the  Rev.  Alvyn 
R.  Hickman,  pastor  of  the  Third  Pres- 
byterian Church,  of  which  Mrs.  Graham 
had  been  a  lifelong  member.  An  appro- 
priate song  by  a  trio  of  student  nurses 
followed,  after  which  talks  paying  trib- 
ute to  Mrs.  Graham's  many  years  of 
service  to  the  hospital  and  related  inter- 
ests were  given  by  R.  Douglas  Stuart, 
vice-president  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
who  presented  the  tribute  prepared  by 
the  president,  Philip  R.  Clarke,  who  was 
unable  to  be  present;  Leslie  D.  Reid, 
superintendent  of  the  hospital;  and  Mrs. 
Clyde  E.  Shorey,  past  president  of  the 
Woman's  Board. 

Following  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tions presented  by  Mrs.  Shorey  at  the 
close  of  her  talk  (as  printed  in  full  in 
another  column),  Mrs.  Allin  K.  Ingalls, 
president,  announced  that  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Woman's  Board  had 
taken  action  providing  for  the  establish- 
ing of  the  Ida  B.  Graham  Memorial 
Fund,  the  interest  therefrom  to  be  used 
for  scholarships,  necessary  convalescent 
care,  or  other  needs  of  graduate  nurses. 
Contributions  to  this  fund  will  be  wel- 
comed from  all  who  wish  to  honor  the 
memory  of  Mrs.  Graham  by  perpetuat- 
ing in  this  manner  her  great  interest  in 
the  education   and  welfare  of  nurses. 

Present  to  share  in  paying  honor  to 
the  memory  of  Mrs.  Graham  were  her 
two  sons,  David  B.  Graham  of  Chicago 
and  Dr.  Evarts  A.  Graham  of  St.  Louis; 
her  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Kent  Hamilton 
Parker  of  Winnetka  and  other  relatives; 
also  present  were  a  large  representation 
of  the  Woman's  Board  membership,  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
Medical,  Nursing,  and  Administrative 
staffs  of  the  hospital. 

In  order  that  other  friends  of  Mrs. 
Graham  and  of  the  hospital  may  have 
the  privilege  of  reading  the  inspiring 
story  of  Mrs.  Graham's  inestimable  part 
in  the  hospital's  service  to  the  sick  from 
the  time  of  its  founding  and  of  her 
leadership  in  community  and  church 
activities,  the  Memorial  Service  talks 
are  printed  in  full  as  follows: 

R.  Douglas  Stuart,  Vice-President,  Board 
of  Managers: 

We  are  met  here  today  to  pay  homage 
to  the  memory  of  a  great  lady  —  Mrs. 
David  W.  Graham  —  and  I  am  grateful 
indeed  to  Mrs.  Ingalls  for  an  opportunity 
to  voice  a  brief  but  very  sincere  tribute 
on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  hospital. 

It  was  not  my  privilege  to  have  per- 
sonally known  Mrs.  Graham  as  well  as 
she  was  known  to  most  of  you  who  are 
here  this  morning  -  -  in  fact  my  first 
meeting  with  her  did  not  occur  until  she 


had  passed  her  90th  year.  But  even  at 
that  age  her  wit  and  humor;  her  toler- 
ance and  optimism;  her  qualities  of 
leadership;  and  particularly  her  invinci- 
ble courage  so  impressed  themselves 
upon  me  that  I  could  completely  under- 
stand the  intensity  of  the  devotion  she 
engendered  in  all  those  who  came  with- 
in the  orbit  of  her  warm  and  vibrant 
personality,  as  well  as  the  long  list  of 
accomplishments  that  marked  her  serv- 
ice to  humankind.  No  one  will  ever 
know  the  number  of  people  that  she 
helped  nor  the  number  of  those  who 
called  her  friend.  No  one  will  ever  be 
able  to  measure  the  good  deeds  of  such 
a  life  in  the  community  where  she  lived 
for  nearly  a  century. 

There  was  however,  one  great  bene- 
ficiary of  her  service  —  namely,  our  hos- 
pital. There  has  probably  been  no  one 
whose  roots  went  back  further  or  were 
so  closely  entwined  with  the  growth  and 
progress  of  an  institution  as  were  those 
of  Mrs.  Graham  with  Presbyterian.  I 
leave  for  others  this  morning  the  detail 
of  her  service  as  a  charter  member  of 
the  Woman's  Board;  as  its  president  for 
13  years.  I  would  like  only  to  record  as 
a  part  of  these  most  fitting  services,  that 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
profoundly  share  your  sorrow  in  her 
passing  --  that  like  you,  her  associates 
on  the  Woman's  Board,  they  have 
thought  of  her  for  decades  as  the  First 
Lady  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  and  that 
her  memory  will  always  be  held  by  them 
in  highest  esteem  and  deepest  reverence. 


Leslie    D.    Reid,    Superintendent    of    the 
Hospital: 

To  approach  a  service  like  this  and  to 
express  in  a  few  words  the  deep  sense 
of  appreciation  which  the  administration 
of  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  for  the 
lifetime  of  service  Mrs.  David  W. 
Graham  gave  is  quite  impossible.  She 
was  the  last  of  those  who  could  say,  "I 
was  a  charter  member  of  the  Woman's 
Board,  and  I  saw  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital born." 

In  regard  to  the  founding  and  furnish- 
ing of  the  hospital  a  high  tribute  is  paid 
to  her  as  a  member  of  the  Furnishings 
Committee  of  the  Woman's  Board  in  the 
Second  Annual  Report  of  the  hospital, 
from  which  I  should  like  to  quote  in 
part  as  follows: 

"The  work  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society 
during  the  past  year  has  been  a  remark- 
able example  of  what  can  be  accom- 
plished by  energy  and  generosity.  At 
the  opening  of  the  hospital  they  com- 
pletely equipped  it  with  bedding,  linen 
and  all  the  utensils  and  appliances  of 
housekeeping. 

"...  Two  alcoves  have  been  fitted  up 
as  reading  rooms  for  the  patients,  and 
book  cases  have  been  put  on  the  differ- 
ent floors.  The  ladies  have  also  pur- 
chased screens,  wheelchairs,  and  com- 
plete dining-room  furniture ,  china  and 
cases  for  dishes,  and  paid  for  the  calci- 
mining  of  the  dining-room  walls,  and 
finishing  of  its  floor.   .   .   . 

"Not  the  least  aid  given  has  been  in 
encouragement  and  sympathy  to  the  pa- 
tients, and  in  the  cordial  support  to 
those  who  have  charge  of  the  hospital. 
The  acts  of  personal  kindness,  the  bur- 


dens    of     illness     and     discouragement^ 
lifted  are  beyond  estimate.  .  .  . 

"To  equip  a  hospital  and  contribute  so 
substantially  and  continuously  to  it& 
support  is  no  small  undertaking,  and  the; 
generous  way  in  which  this  has  been] 
accomplished  indicates  the  enthusiasm 
and  the  practical  ability  of  the  Ladies] 
Aid  Society." 

Throughout  the  64  years  that  the  hosi 
pital  and  the  Woman's  Board  have  been 
functioning,  Mrs.  Graham  was  at  all 
times  so  intimately  associated  that  it  can 
truly  be  said  that  she  belonged  to  them 
and  they  belonged  to  her. 

Was  President  13  Years 

In  this  cooperative  endeavor,  Mrs. 
Graham  served  as  president  of  the  Wo- 
man's Board  for  13  years,  and  the  his- 
tory of  those  years  is  rich  with  new 
ideas  and  accomplishments  of  the  Wo 
man's  Board  on  behalf  of  the  hospital. 
She  was  deeply  interested  in  anything 
that  affected  the  hospital,  and  this  inter- 
est was  carried  right  up  to  the  very  last 
I  am  sure  that  many  of  you  will  recall 
her  presence  at  the  April  1948  meeting 
when,  after  Dr.  MacFayden  had  spoke!! 
of  the  unique  program  of  a  private  hos-i- 
pital  carrying  on  a  fulltime  research 
program  in  biochemistry,  she  asked  this 
question  --  "Do  I  understand  that  thisi 
puts  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the 
lead?"  On  receiving  an  affirmative  an-t 
swer  to  her  question,  Mrs.  Graham 
showed  a  visible  sense  of  pride  in  the 
forward-looking  program  of  the  hospital. 

During  her  term  as  president  of  the 
Woman's  Board,  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon  was 
superintendent  of  the  hospital,  and  on 
the  occasion  of  his  40th  anniversary  ins 
1940  she  presented  him  with  a  gift  on 
behalf  of  the  Woman's  Board.  In  her 
presentation  talk  she  said  a  number  of 
things  which  most  appropriately  also) 
could  be  said  of  her.  I  quote  a  line  or 
two  as  follows: 


"...  Your  great  desire  has  always 
been  unity  of  purpose  and  effort,  thus 
creating  the  happy  atmosphere  in  which', 
we  have  all  gladly  given  our  best 
service.  .  .  . 

'Your  night   approaches 

You  need  not  fear  the  world's  re- 
proaches; 

Your  years  have  gone  in  service  andi 
giving, 

And  life  is  richer  for  your  long 
living.'  " 

Who  could  be  more  deserving  of  thij 
high  tribute  for  a  rich  and  full  life  oni 
behalf  of  the  Woman's  Board  and  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  than  Mrs.  David 
W.   Graham? 


Mrs.    Clyde    E.    Shorey,    Past    President, 
Woman's  Board: 

According  to  official  records,  it  was 
sixty-four  years  ago,  in  May,  1884,  when 
the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital  was  founded.  Until  May  8  of 
this  year,  1948,  the  living  record  of  those 
years  has  been  personified  for  us  by  our> 
beloved  honorary  president,  Mrs.  David 
W.  Graham.  Many  times  have  we  heard 
her  tell  of  the  original  meetings   in   the 


Third  Presbyterian  Church,  when  seven- 
ty-five women  from  the  churches  of  this 
area,  after  having  raised  the  large  sum 
of  $3,000  for  materials,  sewed  and  com- 
pleted all  the  furnishings  for  the  80-bed 
hospital.  We  can  recall  the  vividness 
with  which  she  described  the  tearing  of 
the  cloth  for  sheets,  pillow  cases  and 
towels,  the  whirr  of  the  sewing  ma- 
chines, as  the  task  was  rushed  to  com- 
pletion. Her  name  appears  in  the  First 
Annual  Report  as  a  member  of  the  im- 
portant Furnishings  Committee,  and  re- 
mained on  it,  later  appearing  as  chair- 
man, until  she  became  president  in  1909. 

In  the  late  80's  her  name  appears  on 
the  Visiting  Committee.  None  of  us 
who  were  present  at  the  meeting  in  this 
March  of  1948  will  forget  her  moving 
description  of  her  visit  to  the  children's 
wards  on  the  birthday  of  one  of  her 
sons,  when  she  carried  a  basket  of  cakes 
for  distribution.  The  patients,  from 
children  to  adults,  must  have  been  re- 
vitalized by  a  few  words  from  her. 

Assisted  With  Early  Day  Benefits 

Another  hospital  activity  to  which  she 
devoted  much  energy,  during  the  90's 
and  first  decade  of  this  century,  was  the 
series  of  benefit  concerts.  These  were 
held  in  the  Auditorium,  with  Theodore 
Thomas  and  the  orchestra,  featuring 
such  stars  as  Mmes.  Melba,  Nordica, 
Sembrich,  and  Ysay,  the  violinist,  and 
Fannie  Bloomfield  Zeisler,  the  pianist. 
Although  these  were  glorious  musical 
and  social  occasions,  as  she  described 
them,  only  one-third  of  the  profits  came 
to  the  Ladies'  Aid,  two-thirds  to  the 
Men's  Board.  In  the  meanwhile,  Mrs. 
Graham,  now  chairman  of  the  Furnish- 
ings Committee,  had  the  new  dormitory 
of  the  Nurses'  School  to  furnish  in  addi- 
tion to  increased  hospital  space,  and  this 
committee  even  supplied  wheelchairs, 
kitchen  equipment  and  an  ambulance. 
From  the  first  she  also  had  helped  col- 
lect funds  for 'free  beds,  free  care  for 
children,  and  delicacies.  It  was  increas- 
ingly evident  that  money  raised  prin- 
cipally from  benefits  alone  could  not 
meet  this  budget. 

Leads    in    Starting    "Tag    Day" 

When  Mrs.  Graham  succeeded  Mrs. 
Charles  Hamill  as  president,  in  1909,  one 
of  her  first  public  statements  was  that 
"the  highest  usefulness  of  the  Board  de- 
pended upon  its  adaptability  to  changed 
and  changing  conditions."  She  had  ac- 
cepted her  position  on  a  firm  platform 
of  "No  Benefits."  They  were  too  much 
work  for  the  women  to  compensate  for 
the  receipts.  To  meet  this  need  for 
money,  a  past  president  suggested 
pledges  from  each  member  and  contribu- 
tions from  friends  of  the  hospital.  The 
new  president  immediately  established  a 
Finance  Committee  to  undertake  this 
project.  Another  member  brought  the 
idea  of  a  Tag  Day.  Although  question- 
ing the  public  aspects  of  such  a  bold 
project  for  women,  she  appointed  an- 
other committee  and  in  October,  1909, 
the  first  Children's  Benefit  League  Tag 
Day  brought  our  Board  over  $3,000. 

In  the  spring  of  her  first  year  as  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Graham  arranged  that  Dr. 
Richard  Cabot  of  Boston,  originator  of 
Medical  Social  Service,  should  talk  to 
the  Board.  By  September  1  there  was 
a  worker  on  duty,  supported  by  the 
Woman's   Board,   doing  principally   home 
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visiting  under  the  direction  of  the  super- 
intendent. She  had  pushed  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  service,  in  her  own 
words,  "to  keep  us  in  line  or  in  advance 
of  hospitals  of  the  first  rank." 

When  the  idea  of  starting  a  publica- 
tion to  spread  the  news  of  the  hospital's 
activities  was  presented  to  her,  she  again 
picked  an  able  committee  who  produced 
a  quarterly  Bulletin,  starting  with  the 
edition  of  October,  1909.  As  one  mem- 
ber, who  joined  the  Board  during  her 
regime,  says,  "She  had  an  amazing 
faculty  of  putting  everyone  to  work, 
choosing  the  best  one  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion and  infusing  her  with  enthusiasm 
for  her  particular  job." 

(Beginning  in  January,  1936  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Bulletin  was  taken  over 
by  the  hospital  and  continued  under  the 
same  name.  Hence  the  current  year's 
issues  are  designated  as  Volume  40. — 
Editor) 

Inaugurates  Scholarship   Plan 

In  1911  Mrs.  Graham  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Woman's  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Northwest  because  of 
her  special  interest  in  the  medical  phase 
of  the  missionary  program.  As  one  on 
that  Board  states  it,  "Her  vital  per- 
sonality, wise  judgment  and  alert  inter- 
est in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  mis- 
sionary cause  were  a  constant  inspira- 
tion and  stimulus  to  the  other  members 
of  the  Board."  She  worked  for  the  close 
relationship  between  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Hospital  and  was  instru- 
mental in  establishing  three  scholar- 
ships in  our  Nursing  School,  for  students 
already  accepted  for  missionary  work, 
priority  given  to  Presbyterians.  These 
scholarships  remained  throughout  her 
life  as  a  project,  which  she  was  exceed- 
ingly proud  to  have  initiated. 

The  Board  meetings  under  her  leader- 
ship were  given  added  interest  by  items 


she  would  bring  from  hospital  publica- 
tions from  all  over  the  country.  One 
such,  from  Philadelphia,  gave  her  the 
idea  of  changing  into  endowments,  some 
funds  collected  annually.  Ever  since 
early  in  the  80's  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  city  had  contributed  to  free  care  for 
children.  She  now  secured  the  consent 
of  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers and  established  the  Child's  Free 
Bed  Fund,  which  she  had  fondly  watched 
roll  up  to  its  present  $70,000  mark,  due 
to  the  gifts  of  Sunday  School  children. 

During  her  regime  the  Tag  Day 
receipts  endowed  three  beds  and  she 
continually  led  the  interest  of  members 
to  help  endow  a  room  for  ministers  and 
missionaries,  a  room  for  nurses,  and 
enthusiastically  backed  the  superinten- 
dent's idea  for  endowed  nurses  for  spe- 
cial care  of  ward  patients.  In  one  anni- 
versary report  she  speaks  of  this  new 
"cumulative"  method,  ending  with  the 
characteristic  words:  "In  fact  the  method 
was  quite  revolutionary,  but  not  original 
with  me  —  simply  adopted.  I  have  gone 
into  this  in  detail  in  order  to  show  how 
easy  it  is  to  augment  seeming  impor- 
tance. A  suggestion  here,  an  idea  there 
and  someone  is  convicted  of  unusual 
brilliance  when  all  that  has  been  done 
is  to  use  the  wits  with  which  one  was 
born."  Cannot  we  hear  her  forthright 
tone  of  voice  disclaiming  all  praise? 

During    First   World   War 

It  is  quite  apparent  what  an  efficient 
organization  she  built  up  in  the  first  few 
years  as  executive,  so  that  when  the 
first  World  War  broke  out  and  Unit  13 
was  organized  the  Woman's  Board  was 
ready  to  take  its  part  in  all  activities 
that  involved  the  hospital.  A  Red  Cross 
unit  of  our  members  was  organized  and 
completely  equipped  the  unit.  That 
chairman  speaks  of  Mrs.  Graham's  ex- 
pert advice,  although  the  type  of  work 
was  a  completely  new  field  to  her. 

During  the  last  years  of  her  presidency 
she  had  the  pleasure  of  instituting  the 
Florence  Nightingale  Chorus  as  a  Glee 
Club  in  the  Nurses'  Training  School. 
For  years  its  concerts  were  proud  events 
in  her  life  as  she  saw  how  much  pleasure 
she  brought  to  the  student  nurses  who 
participated.  Her  interest  in  nursing 
was  recognized  in  the  community  by  her 
chairmanship  of  the  Central  Council  of 
Nursing  Education.  After  several  years 
in  this  position  she  was  made  honorary 
chairman. 

She  would  not  want  any  account  of 
her  term  as  president  to  omit  the  state- 
ment regarding  the  perfect  accord  that 
existed  between  her  and  the  superinten- 
dent of  the  hospital,  Mr.  Asa  Bacon;  the 
president  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Mr. 
Albert  M.  Day;  and  the  superintendent 
of  nurses,  Miss  Helena  McMillan.  Dur- 
ing the  thirteen  years  she  was  in  office 
there  was  not  a  break  in  any  one  of 
these  positions. 

Every  succeeding  president,  every 
committee  chairman  who  worked  under 
her,  each  member,  knows  of  the  continu- 
ing alertness  of  the  honorary  president, 
including  the  April  meeting  of  this  year. 
Her  unfailing  encouragement  to  all  who 
held  office  was  a  bulwark  no  matter  how 
involved  the  problem.  She  was  always 
loyal  to  the  established  methods  but  was 
ever  ready  to  back  the  introduction  and 
foster  the  best  in  every  new  idea.

TRIBUTES  TO  MRS.  GRAHAM

It  is  due  to  her  feeling  of  importance 
of  anniversaries  that  many  of  our  en- 
dowments stand  on  the  books  today.  A 
suggestion  from  her  and  a  new  campaign 
was  under  way.  The  45th  anniversary 
was  celebrated  by  $25,000  for  linen  for 
the  hospital.  The  50th  anniversary  of 
the  Board,  and  the  40th  for  the  Nurses' 
School,  by  $25,000  for  the  School  of 
Nursing,  and  the  60th  anniversary  of  the 
hospital  by  $25,000  for  free  care  in  the 
Maternity  Department,  raised  during  the 
war  as  a  war  bond  investment  at  her 
instigation.  Each  president  felt  she 
could  not  let  those  established  standards 
down,  which,  although  high,  were  al- 
ways attainable  with  inspiration  from 
the  honorary  president. 

Mrs.  Graham's  anniversary  speeches 
fortunately  are  preserved  for  us  and  it 
is  from  them  we  glean  the  history  of  the 
Board  and  the  story  of  her  life,  in- 
extricably entwined.  Her  last  important 
speech  was  made  in  June  of  1940,  when 
she  was  ninety  years  old.  The  occasion 
was  the  40th  anniversary  of  Mr.  Bacon's 
service  as  hospital  superintendent.  Many 
times  since  then  she  made  helpful  com- 
ments and  all  of  us  will  remember  that 
in  April,  1947,  after  three  months'  hos- 
pitalization with  a  broken  back,  she 
walked  up  the  aisle,  unassisted,  and 
talked  with  her  old  vitality  for  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes  about  the  early  days 
of  the  Board,  made  thrilling  by  her 
dramatic  memory.  Her  alert,  eager  and 
whole-souled  interest  remained  at  its 
peak  through  her  last  appearance  at  the 
April  Board  meeting.  The  secret  of  this 
spirit  was  epitomized  in  the  following 
poem  found  in  her  desk: 

Lord!     Let  me  never  settle  down, 
I  may  not  have  riches  or  renown, 
But  ever  keep  alive  in  me 
That  longing  curiosity 
That  keeps  me  young  and  all  aglow 
To  see,  to  hear,  to  feel,  to  KNOW 
Then  whether  fate  smile  on  me  or  frown 
Lord!    Let  me  never  settle  down. 

Resolution   Expresses  Appreciation 

May  I  close  this  tribute  by  presenting 
and  moving  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

The  loss  by  death  of  Mrs.  Ida  Earned 
Graham  on  May  8,  1948,  marks  the  end 
of  an  era  in  the  record  and  activities  of 
the  Woman's  Board  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

Ida  Barned  was  born  in  Philadelphia 
on  January  17,  1850.  Her  mother  died 
in  her  childhood  and,  when  seven  years 
old,  she  and  her  father  moved  to  Chi- 
cago, living  on  the  site  of  the  present 
Daily  News  Building.  In  1877  she  mar- 
ried Dr.  David  Wilson  Graham  and  they 
immediately  established  themselves  as 
active  members  of  the  Third  Presby- 
terian  Church   of   Chicago. 

When  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  was 
founded  in  1883  she  helped  organize  the 
Ladies'  Aid  Society.  This  was  formally 
started  in  May,  1884.  Following  con- 
tinuous active  committee  work  she  was 
made  president  in  1909,  remaining  so 
through  1921.  In  1927  she  became  hon- 
orary president,  which  position  she  held 
until   her  death. 

No  mere  words  of  gratitude  can  ade- 
quately express  the  debt  that  our  Board 
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Lucius  C.  Hollister 
1878  -  1948 

Lucius  C.  Hollister,  who  had  served  as 
chaplain  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  since 
1942,  died  on  June  13,  following  a  short 
illness.  Mr.  Hollister  had  devoted  many 
years  to  interdenominational  religious 
work  and  was  an  elder  in  the  Fourth 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  educated 
at  Albion  College  and  Northwestern 
University. 

In  his  work  as  chaplain  of  Presby- 
terian Hospital,  Mr.  Hollister  carried  on 
in  a  quiet,  unassuming  way  a  ministra- 
tion which  was  greatly  appreciated  by 
patients,  particularly  those  from  out-of- 
town  on  whom  their  own  ministers 
could  not  call.  The  services  which  he 
conducted  in  the  hospital  chapel  each 
Sunday  morning  brought  inspiration  to 
ambulatory  patients  and  hospital  per- 
sonnel who  found  it   possible  to  attend. 


and  the  hospital  owe  to  the  life  of  this 
one  woman.  Her  ardent  devotion  to  the 
institution,  coupled  with  her  personal 
magnetism  and  executive  ability,  have 
spread  the  knowledge  and  influence  of 
the  hospital  through  all  fields  of  medical 
care   in   which  lay   women  have  a  share. 

Her  genius  as  a  presiding  officer  was 
augmented  by  her  fine  carriage  and  her 
alert  and  energetic  manner.  Her  clear 
and  animated  voice,  conveyed  such  defi- 
nite conclusions,  showing  «0  much 
thoughtful  consideration,  that  she  com- 
manded everyone's  attention.  Her  opin- 
ions and  decisions  represented  wise  judg- 
ment and  were  unanimously  accepted. 
Her  tact  in  dealing  with  administrators 
and  executives  was  ever  apparent  and 
her  deference  and  consideration  of  the 
opinion  of  others  proved  her  capable  of 
handling  any  problem.  Her  Christian 
steadfastness  never  wavered  and  her 
stand  on  matters  of  principle  was  always 
definite. 

The  personal  influence  of  Mrs.  Gra- 
ham's spirit  is  very  great.  Every  mem- 
ber, committee  chairman  and  officer  has 
felt  it  in  varying  degree.  Her  numerous 
letters  of  encouragement,  approval  and 
helpful  suggestion  are  among  the  trea- 
sured belongings  of  almost  every  active 
worker.  She  had  a  capacity  for  warm 
and  affectionate  friendships  and  many 
intimate  associations  were  the  result  of 
companionship  in  the  work  of  the  Board. 
Each  one  has  been  trained  by  her  to 
value  as  a  sacred  heritage  a  membership 
on  this  Board,  carrying  with  it  the  privi- 
lege to  work  for  the  hospital.  In  rever- 
ent acknowledgment  of  her  contributions 
to  our  past  record,  may  we  press  for- 
ward, as  she  would  have  us  do,  to  new 
goals  of  our  Board's  share  in  this  great 
institution. 

In  memory  of  our  honored  leader  may 
this  resolution  be  spread  on  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  and  copies  be  sent  to 
members   of   her   family.

With  at  least  14  church  groups  sponsor- 
ing benefit  teas,  and  women's  organiza- 
tions in  many  other  churches  planning 
to  make  donations  from  their  treasuries, 
indications  are  that  the  1948  Thanks- 
giving offerings  will  add  a  substantial 
sum  to  the  Ida  B.  Graham  Memorial 
Fund,  which  has  been  established  by  the 
Woman's  Board  to  honor  the  memory  of 
the  late  Mrs.  David  W.  Graham.  Income 
from  this  fund  is  to  be  used  to  assist 
graduates  of  the  School  of  Nursing  to 
obtain  advanced  training  for  supervisory 
and  teaching  positions,  a  field  in  which 
there  is  a  serious  shortage  at  the  present 
time.  Another  purpose  of  the  new  fund 
will  be  to  provide  convalescent  care  for 
nurses  who  have  been  ill. 

During  her  13  years  as  president  of  the 
Woman's  Board  and  her  lifetime  of  work 
as  an  active  member,  Mrs.  Graham  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  education  and 
welfare  of  nurses.  The  memorial  fund 
in  her  honor  was  established  by  the 
Woman's  Board  following  Mrs.  Graham's 
death  on  May  8,  1948.  Later  the  Board 
decided  that  this  year's  Thanksgiving 
offerings  would  be  added  to  the  new  Me- 
morial Fund. 

Mrs.  Homer  D.  Jones  of  Oak  Park  is 
chairman  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering 
Committee  and  Mrs.  Hugh  MacLeish  of 
Glencoe  is  vice-chairman.  Mrs.  Edward 
L.  Beatie  of  Evanston  has  been  in  charge 
of  arrangements  for  speakers,  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  M.  Wirtz,  1420  Lake  Shore  Drive, 
Chicago,  has  handled  the  press  publicity 
in  the  absence  from  the  city  of  Mrs.

Dr.   Franklyn    B.   Snyder  to 

Head  Hospital  Board  on 

Retirement  from  N.  U. 


As  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  goes  to 
press,  word  comes  of  the  election  of  Dr. 
Franklyn  Bliss  Snyder  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  in  anticipation 
of  his  assumption  of  the  presidency  in 
the  fall  of  1949,  following  his  retirement 
as  president  of  Northwestern  University. 
This  action,  taken  at  a  Board  meeting  on 
Nov.  17,  was  announced  by  Philip  R. 
Clarke,  president  of  the  Board,  who  will 
relinquish  this  office  when  Dr.  Snyder 
becomes  available. 

Mr.  Clarke,  who  is  vice-president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, said  he  had  suggested  Dr. 
Snyder's  election  to  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  post  because  he  felt  his  leader- 
ship would  be  extremely  helpful  in  the 
further  development  of  the  hospital's 
broad  educational  and  research  program 
in  cooperation  with  the  University  of 
Illinois. 


PROVIDE  NEW  FACILITIES  FOR 
EARLY  DETECTION  OF  GLAUCOMA 


Among  the  projects  receiving  substantial 
aid  from  the  Blind  Service  Association  is 
the  Glaucoma  Outpatient  Clinic,  main- 
tained by  the  Department  of  Ophthalm- 
ology of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  In 
addition  to  contributing  toward  the  sup- 
port of  this  Clinic  for  the  past  three 
years,  the  Blind  Service  Association  has 
in  recent  months  provided  a  fund  of 
$2,000  to  remodel  and  equip  a  special 
room  for  the  detection  of  earliest  changes 
in  the  sight  of  patients  suffering' from 
glaucoma  as  well  as  other  eye  conditions. 

Since  their  installation  the  new  facili- 
ties have  made  it  possible  to  care  for 
over  300  glaucoma  and  many  neurological 
eye  cases  to  the  great  advantage  of  the 
patients,  including  suspected  as  well  as 
previously  diagnosed  cases.  An  average 
of  25  patients  is  cared  for  each  week 
with  minimum  delay  in  making  diagnoses 
and  prescribing  treatment. 

Two  trained  ophthalmic  technicians 
and  two  resident  ophthalmologists  com- 
prise   the    Glaucoma    Clinic    staff. 


FALL  CLASS  INCLUDES  GRADUATES 

OF  56   HIGH   SCHOOLS   IN  49 

DIFFERENT  COMMUNITIES 


Sixty-seven  new  students  coming  from 
49  communities  in  10  different  states  and 
one  community  in  Canada  entered  the 
School  of  Nursing  on  Sept.  20.  Graduates 
of  eight  Chicago  high  schools  and  49  high 
schools  in  other  communities  are  mem- 
bers of  the  class.  In  addition  to  Illinois, 
the  states  represented  are  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Kansas,  Michigan,  Montana,  New  Jersey, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  fact  that 
two  of  the  new  students  are  daughters  of 
Presbyterian  graduates,  while  one  is  a 
niece  of  a  Presbyterian  graduate. 
Patricia  Brandt  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  is  the 
daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  W.  Brandt, 
Mrs.  Brandt  being  the  former  Frida  Carl- 
son, class  of  1917.  The  other  student, 
who  is  following  in  her  mother's  foot- 
steps, is  Eloise  Reinhard  of  New  Lenox, 
111.,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Wilda  Evenson 
Reinhard,  class  of  1925.  The  third  stu- 
dent who  is  carrying  on  a  family  tradi- 
tion is  Carol  Wilson  of  Coal  City,  111., 
niece  of  Miss  Alice  L.  Spellman,  class  of 
1928,  who  is  associate  director  of  nursing 
at  Albany  Hospital,  Albany,  N.  Y.  Miss 
Spellman  was  the  chief  nurse  in  Albany 
Hospital  unit  during  the  recent  war, 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  in  the 
Army  Nurse  Corps.

Dr.    E.    E.    Irons    Visits    Japan 

With  A.M.A.  Committee  to 

Study  Medical  Needs 


Dr.  Ernest  E.  Irons,  president-elect  oi 
the  American  Medical  Association  and  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Medical  Staff,  visited  Japan  during  the 
month  of  August  as  a  member  of  a  com-j 
mittee  of  the  A.M.A.  sent  by  invitation  oij 
Gen.  MacArthur  to  investigate  and  advise 
regarding  the  medical  welfare  of  the 
people,  including  administration  of  social 
and  medical  insurance  plans.  Others  on 
the  committee  were  Dr.  R.  L.  Sensenich 
of  South  Bend,  Ind.,  A.M.A.  president  and 
a  former  Presbyterian  intern;  Dr.  Elmer 
Henderson  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  chairman 
of  A.M.A.  Board  of  Trustees;  Dr.  E.  J 
McCormick,  Toledo,  O.;  and  Dr.  John 
Fitzgibbon   of   Portland,   Ore. 

In  addition  to  Tokio,  the  itinerary  in-: 
eluded  Kyoto,  Osaka,  Hiroshima,  Fukui, 
Kanazawa,  Mara,  Shiobara,  and  Nikko. 
In  these  cities  members  of  the  mission 
conferred  with  members  of  the  newly 
organized  Japanese  Medical  Association, 
emphasizing  the  importance  in  medicine 
of  liberty,  responsibility  and  dignity.

The  gift  shop,  established  by  the 
Woman's  Board  several  years  ago  in  a 
corner  of  the  main  lobby,  has  been  ex- 
panded through  the  fitting  up  of  an 
adjacent  room  as  an  annex  for  the  dis- 
play of  articles  offered  for  sale.  The 
additional  space  has  made  it  possible  to 
assemble  a  large  array  of  attractive  and 
useful  gifts  which  it  is  expected  will  at- 
tract more  customers,  not  only  friends  of 
patients  and  hospital  personnel,  but  other 
shoppers  who  are  in  search  of  distinctive 
gifts. 

Christmas  shoppers  will  find  here  a 
wide  selection  from  which  to  choose  gifts 
for  every  member  of  the  family,  as  well 
as  for  friends  who  appreciate  "something 
different."

Dr.   Bert   I.   Beverly 
1894  -  1948 

On  September  27,  1948,  death  suddenly 
terminated  the  brilliant  career  of  Dr. 
Bert  I.  Beverly,  pediatric  psychiatrist  and 
neurologist.  Dr.  Beverly  was  an  assistant 
attending  physician  in  pediatrics  on  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  staff,  associate  at- 
tending psychiatrist  on  the  staff  of  Chil- 
dren's Memorial  Hospital,  and  clinical 
associate  professor  of  pediatrics  (Rush) 
on  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of 
Medicine  faculty. 

Dr.  Beverly  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A. 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Michigan 
and  his  M.D.  degree  from  Rush  Medical 
College.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Pediatric  Society,  American  Academy 
of  Pediatrics  and  the  American  Medical 
Association,  as  well  as  local  and  State 
professional  societies. 

He  was  recognized  as  an  outstanding 
pediatrician  and  consultant  on  the  be- 
havior and  mental  development  of  chil- 
dren. In  1930,  he  established  and  for  16 
years  headed  the  Behavior  Clinic  in 
Central  Free  Dispensary.  He  contri- 
buted many  articles  to  professional  jour- 
nals and  his  two  books  "In  Defense  of 
Children"  and  "The  Psychology  of 
Growth"  were  widely  read  by  both  physi- 
cians and  laity. 

To  many  children  and  parents  and  to 
young  adults  whom  Dr.  Beverly  had 
guided  through  difficulties  in  adolescence 
and  to  wnom  he  was  stiii  a  counsellor 
and  guide,  his  passing  leaves  a  great  void. 
His  colleagues  have  lost  a  fine  friend  and 
a  helpful  consultant;  childhood  has  lost 
a  champion  and  a  guide;  while  the 
scientific  world  has  been  deprived  of  a 
valuable  workman  at  the  height  of  his 
productivity.
